DISTRIBUTION OF POISON. 

In connection with the making and maintenance of a squirrel-free 
zone around the cities of California on San Francisco Bay 10,945 
acres of land in Alameda County were covered with poison during 
the week ended November 25, 1911. 

During the same period 6,040 acres of land in San Joaquin County 
and 18,160 acres in Stanislaus County were covered with poison for 
the purpose of eradicating plague foci.
